Chautauqua has come and gone for another season, 
again leaving the public somewhat divided on the merits 
of the proposition. There is ho division on the merits of 
the programs furnished. They are of excellent quality 
nnd well worthy of liberal patronage. Hut thhre qre many 
who do not approve the guarantee basis by which, H the 
entertainment does not receive support, local guarantors 
are stuck. The quality of entertainment given under 
the Chautauqua trademark for so many years, is now suf¬ 
ficiently known, that many consider the company should 
come into a town on its own merits, and be willing to 
take its chances of patronage. The whole method of pro¬ 
cedure seems to place a heavy burden on the guarantors, 
whj> have nothing to gain, except bringing good entertain 
ment to the town. It also places a prodigious burden on 
the young ladies who have to accomplish the “signing 
up” for another year. A good deal of high-powered sales¬ 
manship is involved in this end of the business. 

In hard years when the public is obliged to discriminate 
in its pleasures and cannot patronize everything, the ques¬ 
tion also rises as to the necessity of supporting enterpris¬ 
es in which the money goes, to a large extent out of town. 

In many parts of United States, the Chautauqua has 
bowed to Vufidern times and has withdrawn from a num¬ 
ber of circuits. The Teason given is that communities are 
no longer isolated as they were in earlier years. They 
have more entertainment of one sort and another, within 
reasonable distance than they can attend.

Premier Brownlee and Hoadley Fav¬ 
orable to Dom. Govt’s Scheme for 
Relief 


Premier Bennett's announcement 
that he intended to withdraw the in¬ 
come tax lists because charges had 
been made that he had been actuated 
by personal gain in his tax revisions, 
dropped like a bombshell on Parlia¬ 
ment. and was received with mixed 
feelings by his hearers. 

He asserted that both in und out 
of the house, charges h^d been made 
that his own income tax would be re¬ 
duced by $25,000 by thO revised in¬ 
come tax payments. For that reason 
he saw no course but to withdraw the 
proposed new schedule. The' propos¬ 
ed income tax changes are therefore 
withdrawn.

CANADA PACT 


Long and Difficult Negotiation, Sat 
isfactorily Settled, Says Premier 
Bennett 


LIMITED 


On Monday night, Premier Bennett 
tabled a new Canada-Australia trade 
agreement which is anticipated as be¬ 
ing of greatest importance in encour¬ 
aging preferential trade between 
British dominions. 

Canada gets a British preferential 
tariff on 415 out of 433 items in the 
Australian tariff schedules in a po¬ 
tential market of $600,000,000 annu¬ 
ally. 

Of this amount in the past Aus¬ 
tralia had purchased about $300,000,- 1 
000 a year from foreign countries. 
The Prime Minister sees no reason 
why most of these purchases should 
not be transferred to Canada. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce says: “The 
whole of Canada will share in the 
benefit. The Pacific Coast will get 
special advantage in lumber, paper 
and fish; while the manufacturer of 
fiscellaneous goods all over Canada 
will benefit.”
